THe YEAR IN GENERAL.— The Solar year is dry 
throughout, a little damp, and tolerably warm. 

Sprine.— Will be temperate, inthe beginning toler- 
ably humid, especially in April it will be very change- 
able; May will be pleasant and dry, but near its 
close it will be chilly with frost, hence the sheep 
should be kept off the grain, and as much as possi- 
ble from the meadows. 

Summer.—June will not be too secure from frost, 
besides it will be very dry. The beginning of Au- 
vust will be windy, afterwards clear and calm. 
‘he days will be hot, but the nights cool. The Sum- 
mer in general will be pleasant, yet it will end with 
tempestuous weather. 

Fatt axnp Winter. — Will be agreeable, dry and 
fine; frost and freezing will be early, yet the cold 
will be moderate; rough unpleasant weather in the 
beginning, which will soon change for the better. 
February will begin with pleasant weather, and will 
end very cold, which will continue in March. 

Sprina Crops.—Must be sown as early as possible. 


Barley and oats will grow very slowly, yet good in 
grain. But few peas and beans, unless planted in 
well manured, moist ground. Flax and hemp will 
be thin and short. Very little hay. Sheep should 
be kept fiom the pasture early in the Spring. A fter- 
math will be good. Cabbage and turnips will be 
poor on account of drought. ; 

Fauu Crops.—The yield of wheat and crop will be 
small, but the quality, very good. Suffer no sheep on 
the grain in the Spring. 

Fay Serpinc.—The Fall sowing should be put in 
deep, so that in the following hard winter it will not 
freeze out. It will not be necessary to sow very early. 

Frourr.—Pears will yield better than apples. Cher- 
ries, nuts, quinces and acorns, abundant. Corn, 
buckwheat, rice, and tobacco will grow well. Pota- 
toes, cabbage and turnips, middling. : 

GeapPE Cu.tturs.—If in the preceding year grapes 
did not yield well they will do well this year, for 
Mars, the Sun, and Venus following, make every 
seven years a good wine-year.

The Brethren or ‘‘ Dunkards.’’

HE Brethren, or, as they are more com- 
monly called, “ Dunkards,” are a body 
of Christians with a membership not far 
froma hundred thousand, whose faith 

and practice is not generally known outside 

of their immediate localities.

They were 
led to adopt the New Testament as their 
creed and to declare in favor of a literal ob- 
servance of all the commandments of the Sou 


of God.

and the faith and practice of the church has 
been very greatly misrepresented. The 
statements that the Brethren are celibates, 
that they discourage marriage, that they do 
uot marry outside of their own Fraternity, 
that they keep the seventh day Sabbath, that 
they live in communities, and other similar 
errors, set forth in the books, are, and always 
have been without the shghtest foundation. 
These misstatements, to be found in nearly 
all the standard works, show a lack of care in 
obtaining correct information that is far from 
commendable. 


ORIGIN AND HISTORY. 


The organization of the Brethren church 
grew out of the great religious awakening 
which occurred in Germany during the clos- 
ing years of the seventeenth century, when 
large numbers, becoming dissatisfied with 
the lack of spirituality in the State Church, 
withdrew from its communion and associated 
together for the worship of God. They were 
called Separatists, or Pietists, and among 
them were to be found such men as Jacob 
Philip Spenner, Herman Francke, the found- 
er of the Orphaus’ Home and School at Hal- 
le, Ernst Christian Hochman, Alexander 
Mack,* and many other earnest, pious men 
whose names have become historical. The 
Pietists were bitterly persecuted by the Re-.

eight souls, repaired to the river Eder and 
were buried with Christ m baptism, trine 1m- 
mersion being the mode used. The church 
was organized, and Alexander Mack was 
chosen as their first minister, but he has nev- 
er been regarded as the founder of the church. 
The Brethren claim to follow only Christ, 
and, as they accept his Word as their rule of 
faith and practice, the claim is well founded 
The infant church increased in numbers rap- 
idly, but even in Witgenstein their peace was 
soon disturbed, and, although they lived 
peaceful and harmless lives, the hand of per- 
secution was laid heavily upon them. Mack, 
in company with Hochman, preached the 
Word of Truth in many parts of Germany, 
visiting Holland. Here they met and formed 
the acquaintance of Wiliam Penn, who was 
at that time much interested in his colony in 
the new world. The Brethren were invited 
to settle in Pennsylvania, and, as they were 
sorely persecuted, this invitation was accept- 
ec. 7 

In 1719 they commenced emigrating to 
America, and in less than ten years the en- 
tire church found itself quietly settled down 
in the vicinity of Germantown and Philadel- 
phia. From this nucleus, formed in the New 
World, the church spread southward and 
westward, and flourishing congregations are 
now to. be found in many of the States.

FAITH AND PRACTICE. 

The Brethren hold the Bible to be the in- 
spired and infallible Word of God, and ac- 
cept the New Testament as their only rule of 
faith and practice. In the subtleties of spec- 
ulative theology the church takes but little 
interest. She is chiefly concerned in giving 
willing and cheerful obedience to the plain, 
simple commandments of the Man Christ Je- 
sus. The Brethren are in every respect 
evangelical in their faith. They believe in 
the Trinity, in the divinity of Christ and of 
the Holy Spirit, and in future rewards and 
punishments. Faith, repentance and baptism 
are held to be the conditions of salvation. 
Faith changes the mind, repentance the life 
and character, and baptism the relation. 
These three constitute true evangelical con- 
version, and upon them rests the promise of 
the forgiveness of sins and the gift of the 


Holy Ghost. 
BAPTISM. 


Baptism is administered by trine immer- 
sion. After being instructed in the faith 
and practice of the church, and having faith- 
fully promised to observe her practice, the 
appleant is taken down into the water, and, 
kneeling, re-affirms his faith in Christ and 
promises to live faithful until death. He is 
then baptized for the remission of his sins 
into the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost; the administrator 


receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Acts 2: 
38. Holding that baptism is only for believ- 
ers, and those who have repented, they op- 
pose infant baptism. Infants can neither be- 
lieve nor repent, hence they are not proper 
subjects for baptism. Christ having sufh- 
ciently atoned for them, all children who clie 

efore coming to a knowledge of good and 
evil will be saved. 

In defense of trine immersion they hold 
that the great commission given by Christ, 
and recorded in Matt. 28: 19, Revised Ver- 
sion, “Baptizing them into the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost,” teaches a threefold action. As there 
are three persons in the Trinity, each one of 
‘the Divine Three are honored in this form of 
baptism. As the three Persons constitute 
one God, so the three dippings constitute one 
baptism. In favor of their practice they 
have the testimony of all Greek scholars, 
who have examined the subject, the practice 
of the entire Greek church, and all reliable 
history. These all show that trine immer- 
sion was the universal mode of baptism in all 
‘the influential churches for centuries suc- 
ceeding the apostolic age. Changes were 
gradually made from trine immersion to 
sprinkling, but the church that made the 
change, the Roman Catholic, still retains the 
three actions m applying water to the candi- 
date.

disciples’ feet, ate a supper with them and 
instituted, in connection with this sacred 
meal, the Communion of the breadand wine. 
The apostles, led by the Holy Spirit, fol- 
lowed the example of their Great Leader and 
introduced the agape into the apostolic 
church. This feast of love, of which all the 
Christians partook, was composed of a full 
meal, was eaten in the evening, and is called 
by the apostle Paul the Lord’s Supper. 
Communion of the bread and wine was given 
in connection with this meal. The love-feast 
was_kept up in the primitive church for four 
centuries, but as the church grew in numbers 
and wealth, it lost its first love and spirit of 
fraternity, and the feasts of love were discon- 


tinued. The Brethren adhere to the exam-| 
ple of Christ-and the practice of the apostles | 


and primitive Christians, andfkeep the feast 
of love. A full meal is prepared and placed 
upon tables, used for that purpose, in the 
ehurch, and all the members partake of the 
supper to the satisfying of hunger. 

Before eating supper, the religious rite of 
washing feet is observed. Their authority 
for this practice is found in John 13: 1-17, 
“He riseth from supper, and laid aside his 
garments; and took a towel, and girded him- 
self. After that he poureth water into a ba- 
sin, and began to wash the disciples’ feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel wherewith 
he was girded... If I then, your Lord 
and Master, have washed your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For I have 
given you an example, that ye should do as I 
have done to you.” The Brethren do not 
stand alone in the practice of this rite. The 
Greek church, with ninety million communi- 
cants, has adhered to feet-washing, as she 
claims, ever since the days of the apostles, 
and the patriarch of Jerusalem engages in 
feet-washing to-day near the spot where Je- 
sus himself gave the example and the pre- 
cept. 

The Brethren hold “that in the church es- 
tablished by Christ, there are no differences 
born of human pride. All stand upon a lev- 
el before God. All are servants and°all are 


The] 


masters. In common with all other great 
principles of Christianity, this has received 
its corresponding ordinance, illustrative and 
typical of the fact that humility and religion 
are inseparable. It is the ordinance of feet- 
washing, established by our Savior, and ob- 
served, as directed by him, among the Breth- 
ren. Being emblematical as baptism is, it 
bears no nore relation to the mistaken idea 
of personal cleanliness than the act of bap- 
tism does to a bath. In its practice, at the 
love-feast occasions, water is poured into a 
basin, and a towel or apron is girded about 
the brother, and, from the example given by 
Christ, he typically washes his brother’s 
bared feet, as an evidence that he is his serv- 
ant, and the other lis master. The relations 
are then reversed, and the servant becomes 
the master, and this rite is performed all over 
the congregation of the Brethren at love-feast 
occasions. ‘The sisters wash the sisters’ feet, 
and all the proprieties of the sexes are most 
rigidly observed.” 

After observing the ceremony of feet-wash- 
ing, a blessing is asked upon the simple meal 
spread on the tables, and it is eaten with so- 
lemnity. Itis held to be typical of the great 
supper at the end of the world, when Christ 
himself will be master of ceremonies. The 
important lesson is taught that we are all 
children of one common family, members of 
one common brotherhood, having one com- 
mon purpose in view, and the bond of frater- 
nity and loving fellowship by eating together 
this sacred meal as did Christ and his disci- 
ples, as did the primitive Christians. At the 


‘conclusion of the meal thanks are returned 


and then, as the members are seated around 
the tables, the right hand of fellowship and 
the kiss of charity are given. The salutation 
of the kiss of love in worship and in custom- 
ary greetings, as enjoined by the apostles, is 
never observed between the sexes. 

The Communion is: then administered. 
This consists in partaking of the bread and 
wine in commemoration of the sufferings and 
death of our adorable Redeemer. In the 
Lord’s Supper we are pointed forward to the

CHURCH GOVERNMENT. 

The Brethren have a republican form of 
church government. Each congregation is 
independent in the management of its lo- 
cal affairs, such as the election of deacons, 
ministers, elders, or bishops, and in matters 
of local church discipline; but is subject to 


the General Brotherhood througl District 
A number of con- 


and National Conference. 
eregations, usually in the same State, con- 
veniently located, are formed into a District, 


and these hold annual conferences, to which 


each congregation sends two delegates, either 
lay members, deacons, or ministers. Ques- 
tions, local to the District, are discussed and 
settled by the District Conference, but those 
of a general character are sent to the Gener- 
al Conference, or Annual Meeting, as it is 
commonly called. This is also a delegated 
body. The Districts, thirty-two in number, 
each élect one delegate, who must be an elder, 
to serve on the Standing Committee, and 
each congregation, with a membership of one 
hundred and fifty, or less, may elect one del- 
egate. Congregations with a larger member- 
ship may send two delegates. The delegates 
may be selected from the laity or the church 
officials; the Standing Committee and dele- 
gates from the official body of the Confer- 
ence. Any member present may take part 
in the ciscussion of questions, but the voting 


is confined to the delegates, two-thirds of the 


votes cast being required for a decision. 


The General Conference is also a great an- 
e 


portant work to which they are called. 


nual reunion for the Brethren. They come 
together from all parts of the Brotherhood. 
It is not unusual for ten thousand of them to 
assemble at the place of Meeting. The de- 
cisions of the Conference. are to be adhered 
to by all the members of thechurch. An ex- 
amination of the book of Minutes of the An- 
nual Meeting shows that questions referring 
to church doctrine rarely came before the 
Conference, showing that there has been a 
firm adherence to the principles of the Gos- 
pel as originally adopted by the church. But 
the application of those principles in special 
cases, and the best means to carry them into 
effect, have been subjects of frequent discus- 
sion and decision by the Meeting. The ten- 
dency of the Conference and the annual re- 
unions is to unify the Brethren in all their 
church work, and it is a fact,that there is 
rarely found so large a body of religious peo- 
ple so closely united on the doctrines and 
principles to which they hold. 


Elders, ministers and deacons are elected 
by the church from among her members, 
such as she may deem qualified for the mm- 
Each 
member, without reference to sex, has a right . 
to cast a vote. Ministers, after giving full 
proof of their faithfulness and ability, are ad- 
vanced to the “second degree” of the ministry. 
They are tlren authorized to baptize, solem- 
nize marriage, and make and fill appoint- 
ments for preaching the Word. Elders, or 
bishops, who preside over the congregations, 
are chosen from the ministers in the second 
degree. Usually the oldest in office, if he 
have the proper qualifications, is selected. 


‘No salaries are paid, but poor ministers, and 


those who are sent out as missionaries, are 
properly supported.

of trespass given by the Master. Matt. 18: 
15-20. The Fraternity is strictly non-resist- 
ant, as well as non-litigant. It is held that 
Christ is the “Prince of Peace,” that his 
Word is “the Gospel of Peace,” hence his 
servants can not go to war and fight. “For 
the weapons of our warfare aré not carnal, 
but mighty through God to the pulling down 
of strong holds.” 2 Cor. 10: 4. They take 
no active part in politics, and “swear not at 
all.” If called upon to testify in the courts, 
they simply affirm, without raising the hand 
or kissing the Bible. In this they literally 
obey the command of Christ who said, 
“Swear not at all. But let your communica- 
tion be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever 
is more than these cometh of evil.” Matt. 5: 
34-37. No brother can become a member of 
any secret or oathbound society, the Breth- 
ren holding that the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
is fully sufficient for all the wants of human- 
ity. All new converts who are identified with 
such orders are required to sever their con- 
nection with them before they can be adopt- 
ed into the family of the Brotherhood. 


The Brethren hold that the marriage bond 
can only be dissolved by death. Divorce 
and remarriage are unknown among the 
membership. Itis held by some that those 
who have been divorced for a violation of the 
‘sanctity of the marriage vow and remarried 
before conversion, might be received into 
church fellowship while their former com- 
panions were living, but the rule has been | 


in the name of the Lord unto the strengthen- 
ing of thy faith, unto the comforting of thy 
conscience, and unto a full assurance of the 
remission of thy sins.” The elders then lay 
their hands on the head of the sick, and offer 
a prayer for the anointed one. 

The church keeps her poor, each congrega- 
tion looking after her own who may become 
needy. If a single congregation becomes 
burdened, she may call for assistance upon 
her sister congregation. “As a member of 
an earthly family is not allowed to come to 
want, so the Fraternity recognize, in their 
spiritual. relations to one another, the de- 
mand for support, moral and physical, in 
time of need. Hospitality obtains every- 
where, and the blasting hand of worldlyism 
has not touched this Christian virtue. The 
open sesame to the heart of a brother is the 
assurance of spiritual kinship.” 


On the question of temperance and prohi- 
bition the Brethren have, for more than a 
hundred years, given no uncertain testimony. 
They are the oldest temperance organization 
in the United States. More than a hundred 
years ago a decision was passed, forbidding 
any of the members to engage in the manu- 
facture or sale of intoxicants. They forbid 
the use of all alcoholic or malt liquors as a 
beverage, in public or private. They request 
the members not even to have dealings with 
saloon-keepers. They discourage the use of 
tobacco, and the rule is that no brother can 
be installed in office who uses tobacco with- 
out making a promise to quit it. All appli-

It is impossible to pre- 
sent on paper the genius and spirit that actu- 
ate and underlie the distinctive Brethren 
church, but it may be summed up that, as 
far as possible, the trend of thought, speech 
and action is Christward. It is true that in 
action the ideal always suffers more or less, 
yet, with all the mistakes of our individuali- 
ty and the discord of personality, there is yet 
that grand choral sympathy among us, forev- 
er ascending to heaven, not unpleasing to 
him whom we are endeavoring to serve.” 


The Temperate Miller. 


AMoNG the many emigrants who came to 
Ohio in its early day, was one, John Lucas,— 
a miller,—from North Carolina, who settled 
on the Miami Bottoms near Posttown and 
Franklin. A mill being one of the most im- 
portant helps to the country, it was soon de- 
cided to erect one.

The place was selected, the timber upon 
the ground and ready, and a large number 
of men, from far and near, at hand, when the 
different sentiments on Temperance came in- 
to conflict. The custom had long been in- 
dulged to -have whisky atthe raising of hous- 
es, etc., and now, at the raising of the mill, 
why have an exception? But temperance 
triumphed and that in as early a day as 1827. 

The men and boys gathered on the day ap- 
pointed for the work, and, because there was 
no whisky provided for their enjoyment by 
their friend Lucas, they refused and there 
was nothing done to the mill on the first day. 

Iucas said: “Captain Whisky shall not 
raise my mill-house.” 

It was proposed to try the work again and, 


}on the next morning, all, and more, came 


back to see the result. The crowd still said, 
“ Whisky,’ but the miller said, “None,” and 
so continued until noon of the second day, 


|'when some of the citizens and neighbors be- 


gan to fall into line with the miller and these, 
sent out runners, far and wide, for temper- 
ance men to come in the third day and put 
up the mill. 

Accordingly, on the third day, two crowds 
had collected and the two sentiments were 
warm and strong. The crowd for whisky 
collected near the mill, at a grocery, or store, 
and spent the day in talking and boasting 
that the mill could not and should not be 
raised without whisky, while the other, not 
so large or many, met together at the mill, 
and went to work with a will and without 
whisky, and by evening the mill was put up 
and our friend John Lucas had turned the 
scale, that was here so nearly balanced, and 
turned it, too, in favor of temperance. 

The above facts and names I learned from 
our old brother, John Crissman, of Preble 
County, Ohio, now deceased, who, on the 
third day of the contest, was on the ground 
and helped put up the mill.

Tus table and the accompanying remarks are the result of many years’ actual ob- 
servation, the whole being constructed on a due consideration of the attraction of the Sun 
and Moon, in their several positions respecting the earth, and, by simple inspection, it 
shows the observer what kind of weather will most probably follow the entrance of the 
Moon into any of its quarters, and that so near the truth as to be seldom or never found to 
fail.

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OBSERVATIONS.—1l. The nearer the time for the Moon’s change, first quarter, full and 
last quarter are to midnight, the fairer will be the weather during the next seven days. 


2. The space for this calculation occupies from ten at night till two next morning. 


3. The nearer to midday or noon the phase of the Moon happens, the more foul or 
wet weather may be expected during the next seven days. 


4, The space for this calculation occupies from ten in the forenoon to two in the 
afternoon. These observations refer principally to the Summer, though they affect Spring 
and Autumn nearly in the same ratio. 


5. The Moon’s change, first quarter, full and last quarter, happening during six of 
the afternoon hours, 7. e. from four to ten, may be followed by fair weather; but this is 
mostly dependent on the wind, as is noted in the table. 


6. Though the weather, from a variety of irregular causes, is more uncertain in the 
latter part of Autumn, the whole of Winter and the beginning of Spring, yet in the main 
the above observations will apply to those periods also. 


7. To prognosticate correctly, especially in those cases where the wind is concerned, 
the observer should be within sight of a good vane, where the four cardinal points of the 
heavens are correctly placed.

salycillic acid, diluted with as much pure wa- 
ter as it will bear without precipitation. The 
paper is then dried, when it is ready for use. 
The fruit is dropped piece by piece into these 
slips of paper and wrapped up, and thus is 
preserved as solid and nice as when picked 


from the tree.

Locxsaw.—In lockjaw, take a small quan- 
tity of turpentine, warm it and pour it on the 
wound, no matter where the wound 1s, and 
relief will follow im less than a minute. 
Nothing better can be applied to a severe cut 
or bruise than cold turpentine; it will give 
certain relief almost instantly. Turpentine 
is almost a certain remedy for croup. Satur- 
ate a piece of flannel with it and put it on the 
chest, and in a severe case three or four drops 
ona lump of sugar may be taken inwardly.

a solution of sixteen pounds of caustic soda 
and sixteen pounds of caustic potash dis- 
solved in twenty-eight pounds of water add- 
ed, after which the product is stirred until it 
is cold and has solidified to a brownish gela- 
tinous mass. The proportion of the ingredi- 
ents may be varied. The compound is used 
by applying it to the painted surface with a 
brush, allowing it to remain thus from twen- 
ty minutes to an hour and then washing it
